London, (AP).—Radio actors and 
actresses are under train ng at the 
Royal Academy of Dramatic Art. The 
British broadcasting company has had 
the greatest difficulty in casting radio 
plays in such a manner that listeners 
could really distinguish between the 
voices of the members of the cast. 
Kenneth Barnes, principal of the 
Royal Academy of Dramatic Art, hts 
many of his most promising students 
under special training to meet the 
needs of the radio drama and the 
broadcasting company has offered sub­ 
stantial prizes which will be given to 
the two students who become most 
proficient as wireless actors. 
When students use theatrical voices 
listeners-in have little difficulty 
in 
visualizing the speakers, 
but 
such 
voices are not pleasant over the wire­ 
less.

distinguish between 
them. 
In fact, the great audience 
is often completely lost if speakers 
take up their cues with the same 
promptness they do in the theater. 
Consequently wireless actors are be­ 
ing taught to make a longer pause 
than seems necessary in the legitimate 
theater.
